“‘since that suicidal act.” In this ithe Times 
und Herald is entiled to the credit of consis. 
tency at least, however untenable may be its 
wlaims to that virlue for supporting Douglas 
while seeking and desiring the elevation of 
his most violent political enemies. The 
Times and Herald believes the federal Consti- 
tution to bea pro-slavory instrument—that it 
yecognizes properly in Man; that it makes 
Slavery the common law of the countty; and 
guarantees its establishment and protection in 
all the Territories, whether the paople! thereof 
desire itor not. This is ils interpretation of 
the fundamental law of this government, and 
it accords to that interpretation the weight of 
its influence, and its most earnest labors are 
freely given to secure such a result) in our 
next Presidential election as will insure a pol- 
icy basedupon it.

But the change is wholy an advantage, 
Itis remarkably well adapted for the raising of 
stock, ‘The people, with few exceptions, ure 
owners of cattle, which they disposs of at great 
advantage.” ‘The laborers appear fully sensi- 
ble of the advantages of education to their chil- 
dren, and the latier manifest a great desire to 
benefit by the opportunities afforded thom.” 

Trinidad is highly flourishing. In 1852, vhe 
crop was the largest ever shipped from the 
island; and it bas been extending since. The 
whole trade greatly increased since slavery. 
The Report for 1853 speaks of “marked im- 
provement in the cultivation of sugar estates.” 
Export of sugar rose from an average of 310,797 
cwt, under slavery, to 426,042 civt, in the seven 
years ending 1854, 

We ask the Times and Herald if this looks as 
though “emancipation in the West Indies has 
resulted in unmitigated evil!” We may add, 
upon the same authority as the above, that in 
the year 1857 the Colonial Bank received bills 
from the West Indies to 
$6,298,500; and less than $38,760 were re- 
turned. During the severe commercial crisis 
of 1857 there was not a failure of a single 
English house engaged: in the West Tndia 
trade, The total exports from Great Britain 
to the West Indies in 1857 were valued at 
32,422,500 more than the average of tho pre- 
ceding ten years. From a speech made by 
Mr. C. Buxton in the British House of Com- 
mons in 1859, we heye this additional testi- 
mony onthe subject: 


“ Because labor is free, and trade is froe, the 
West Indies are now rising to a pitch of wealth 
and happiness unknown before. It would be 
impos-ible for me to lay before the House the 
immensa mass of evidence, which demonstrates 
that fact, I am assured of it by mercantile 
men ; I find it strongly set forth in'the Reports 
from the Governors of the Islands, and in the 
statistics furnished by the Board of Trade, Ia 
the four years between 1853 and i857, there 
bas been an increase in the eXportsand imports 
of the West Tadies und Guiana of £4,500,000 
($21,802,500) Considering what mere specks 
these islanas look on the map of America, it is 
astonishing that the trade to and fro, in the 
year 1857, should actuaily amount to £10,785,- 
000 ($52,011,075.) It ia altogether absurd to 
Suppose this prosperity is owing to the immi- 
eration of a few thougsund laborera; and in fact 
the jelands which have received no immigrants 
are quite a8 flourishing as those that haye. In- 
terested parties describe the negroes as barbar- 
ous and idle; but I find ample evidence that 
they are livingin a high degree of industry aud 
comfort; though I admit. that they somewhat 
prefer working on freeholds they have pur- 
chased, to laboring for hire,” 

The Ldinburg Review concludes its array of 
facts and figures by saying: “A ‘long and 
thorough investigation of the case has borne 
us irresistibly to the conclusion that, merely as 
a dry question of economy, emancipation has 
paid ; thatit was an act of prudence, for which 
We, as a vation of shopkeepers, need not blush 
before the golden god whom we are taught to 
worship so eagerly. Slavery and monopoly 
were bearing the West Indies to ruin, Un- 
der free labor and free trade they are rising to 
wealth. Instead of being the plague of 

Statesmen and the disgrace of England, they 
are becoming invaluable posessions of the 
British crown. Never did any deed of any 
nation show more signally that ¢o do right is 


Ye truest prudence, than tho great deed of 
emancipation.” 

These are the results of emancipation in the 
West Indies, which the Times and Herald de- 
cries so bitterly as a suicidal act and an unmit- 
igated evil. Let the public make a note of it,

He then gave his notes 
for differences of more than $200,000, and has 
admitted to his seat again, ‘l'o-thirds of this 
sum have matured and been prid; to the re- 
mainder over $100,000 of new obligations are

The Philadelphia Jnguirer, in a tew brief 
paragraphs, discloses the socret of the rapid 
growth of that city, We print them,calling the 
attention of Chicago thereto:

The following year he became editor and.pro- 
prietor of the Fountain Ledger, in the manage- 
meat of which he displayed a creditable degree 
of energy and ability. Im 1846 Mr, Rise was 
elected to the State Senate, and as a member of

The Growth of Pennsylvania, 


Pennsylvania, by the census returns as yet 
received, has swelled her previous multitude 
much beyond her own estimates and expecta- 
tions. Oa Saturday last we published on our 
first page, seventh column, the reports from 
twenty two of our interior cities Villages and 
townships, In every instauce but one they 
show a heavy increase. Port Carbon, from the 
depression in the coal trade (for which all 
thanks to Democracy); bas fallen off by 136 out 
of 2,100, Bvery other of those piades bus re- 
ceived a large addition, Their aggregate in 
1350 was 79,806. Now they foot up 127,022. 
THis is a gain in a very small part of the State 
of 47,216, with a ratio of progress of over 59 
percentum, The advance of this city is full 
240,000, on a basis of 409,000, this progress also 
being at the rate of about 59 percent. Pitts- 
burgh, also, has marched on from some 70,000 
to upwards of 130,000, a goin of between 80 and 
90 per cent. If she will'keep hor skirts clear of 
the stains of dishonest repudiation, the limits 
of her progreds eaunot be assigned, or even 
conjectured. 

But so far, with roburae foil! about one thikd 
of the population of the State, Pennsylvania 
has already made 4 gain of full 350,000. Not 
only has she peopld her ititerior fowns and 
villages during the last ten yeasts fastet thdn 
New York has done in the aggregate, but she 
has everywhere, gained largely in ber rural 
districts, while New York, in the last respect, 
has certainly gained little, and has probably 
lost ground. 2 

Whether this result should be ascribed to 
ravages of the weevil in the finest cereal dis- 
tricts of that State; to the mobile and migra- 
tory tendency of its inhabitants; to our own 
steady, “stay-at-home” habits, and our great 
advantage in having an untold opulence in coal 
and iron, lying side by side, and clasped haud 
in hand, we will not now inquire. But at alll 
events, and from whatever cause, Pennsylvavia 
has made this great advance on her only rival 
aud has Barelhea ber tide of population by a 
greater absolute yolume than New York. She 
will most likely have added sowe 600,000 to her 
numbers, while we have increased by full 700,- 
000, But were the figures to be half reversed— 
which isall they can be—we should still have 
gained on them at the rate of 35 ayainst 25 
per cent.—Philadelphis G zette,

Bostonian y Bayard WPaylor. 

Bayard Taylor is writing letlers from Boston 
to the N. Y. Zrilune. We make an extract: 

The general impression which Boston and its 
environs made upon my friends was that of 
substantial prosperity and comfort. They also 
noticed its prim, proper English air, so strong- 
ly contrasted with the semi Parisian vivacity 
of New York.

TELEGRAPHIC LITERATURE. 
Messrs, Ticknor & Fields, of Boston, have 
just published a work on tha History, Theory 
‘and Practice of the Blectric Telegraph. It is 
from the pen of George B. Prescott, Superin- 
tendent of the Electric Telegraph Lines, whose 
experience enables him to write intelligently 
and interestingly on the subject. From the 
miscellaneous partsof the book we take the fol- 
lowing : 


BREVITY IN DISPATCHES. 


The dispatches which pass over a telegraph 
line in the course of a year, if collected to- 
gether, would present a very curious and inter- 
esting volume of correspondence. The price 
of the transmission of message depending 
upon the number of words which it contains, 
of course renners the construction of it neces- 
sarily as brief as possible. Most dispatches are 
contained in less than ten words (exclusive of 
address and signature, which are not charged 
for), and it is surprising how much matter is 
often contained in this brief numcer. Amoxg 
the best examples ot brevity which we have 
moet with, however, sre the following. 

‘A lady in a neighboring city, desirous of as- 
certaining when her husband would return 
home, sent him a message making the inquiry ; 
{to which he responded that important business 
detained him, and that he could not leave for 
some days, = 

The lady immediately replied by sending him 
auother dispatch in the following laconic man- 
ner: 

Ar Hows, August 12, 1859, 

To F.C. P.:—Dispateh received. 
omy xxiv. 5. (Signed,) Kate. 

The gentleman to whom the dispatch was ad- 
dressed, upon referring to the pussag- in the 
Scriptures alluded to, obtained the following 
suggestive epistle : 

“When a man hath taken a new wife he shall 
not go out to war, neither shall he be charged 
with any business ; but be shali be free at home 
one year, and shall cheer up his wife which he 
hath taken.” 

Phe second example is the reply sent to a per- 
son in a distant city, who, having committed 
some offense against the laws, and run away, 
was desirous of ascertaining if it would be pru- 
dent for him to return. He therefore telegraph- 
ed in the following laconic sty!

ADVANTAGE OF READING BY SOUND. 


We chanced to be conversing witn the mana- 
ger of a telegraph oflice in bis counting room, 
when an individual entered, and proceeded to 
the counter where the business was transacted, 
which was at the farther end of the room, some 
little distance ‘from where we were standing, 
and commenced preparing o dispatch for the 
clerk, who stood ready to receive it. The man-

‘The communicated sound had in this instance 
proved of some little service, and was utterly 
unnoticed, save by the two parties interested. 

pee ie a 
British Parllament. 

Mr. E. C. Bendict, in his ‘‘ Run through Eu- 
rope,” which is now in course of publication 
by the Appletons, thus speaks of the two 
Houses of Parliament : 

The two Houses of Parliament—I speak of 
the rooms in which they meet—are fine rooms 
for their respective purposes, the character, and 
constitution, and idiosyncracy of the two bodies 
being considered. It is well known that the 
members sit on benches—sbort parallel bench- 
es on each side of the chamber—rising one 
above the other, from a broad passage, in the 
centre of which, at the bea of the room, is the 
Speaker’s chair, and the tables of the clerks, 
etc. The seats are well cushioned, and the 
whole room well fitted up, There is also a gal- 
lery, which is sometimes, perhaps always, occu- 
pied by members. 

What struck me as exceedingly singular was 
the fact that while the House consists of six 
hundred members, there are seats, taking gal 
lery and all, for only about four hundred, or 
possibly, with great crowding, four hundred 
and fifty, it being supposed that about two hun- 
dred will be absent. Tbe Administra ion party 
sit on the right of the Speaker, and the Opposi- 
tion on the left, the Ministry occupying the 
bench lowest and nearest the chair. All sit with 
their bats on. Spectators are not allowed to 
wear their hats, They have no tables or desk 
and seem very nonchalant avd easy. The 
Speeker of the House does not wear his bat, 
but sits muck at his ease, in his flowing wig and 
gown, converses freely with those who are near 
him, and joius in the laugh it anything amusing 
occurs, All the clerks of the House also wear 
wigs. Ths members are in their usual dress. 
‘he house opens punctually at the time ap- 
pointed, At the strike of the clock the Speaker 
leaves his room, preceded by the officer bearing 
the massive gilt mace, the insignia of the Speak- 
er’s office, ‘Tbe train of the Speaker’s gown 18 
borne by train-bearers, and he marches rapidly 
in, and is followed by the members who are 
there. The doors are closed, a psalm is read, 
and a short and appropriate service of prayers 
is performed, at which none but members are 
allowed to be present. That being finished, the 
House proceeds to busivess, if there be forty 
members present, a rather small quorum, we 
should thivk, for a House of six hundred mem- 
bers. Petitions and other formal business are 
gone through with, and then comes ou the more 
important business, which proceeds as with us. 
Members rise and speak in (heir places, with 
their hats off, many often rising at the same 
time, and the Speaker assigning the floor to 
whomsoever he sees first. 

Some one has said that England has been 
governed by rival factions for the last hundred 
years, This is so, and the effects of it are con- 
atantly apparent. This arranging the members 
according to party, on opposite sides of the 
chamber, is one of them; another, flowing nat- 
urally from this, is that after sayiog Mr. 
Speaker, the member takes no further notice of 
the presiding officer, but faces to the opposite 
side of the chamber, and addresses his political 
adversaries seated there, and usually epeaks to 
them in the second person. This would be gon- 
sidered, with us, as a great violation of parlia- 
mentary etiquette. It certainly must greatly 
tend to make legislation a matter of party tri- 
umph; and without any such aids, it tends ra- 
pidly enough: in that direction. I think the 
Senate of the United States has greatly degeu- 
erated since the two parties have arranged 
themselves on opposite sides of the chamber.— 
That, however, may not be the cause of this de- 
cracy. There are other causes enough. 
he practice of cheering or discouraging a 
member on the floor, as he says anything ac- 
ceptable or otherwise, is striking, and I should 
think tended greatly to promote the earnest- 
ness avd ability of the debater. The cheers of 
approval are “Hear, hear, hear him;” a good 
natured and disapproving surprise or ridicule, 
“Qh, oh!” of impatience, dissatisfaction and 
weariness, “ Divide, divide” —auswering to our 
call of question—that is, “Let us take tue vote,” 
which apparently on all disputed questions 1s 
taken by a division of the House. The cheers 
are often animated, numerous and distinct, but 
not noisy or vocilerous, 

‘he nearest approach to vociferation which I 
heard was when Bulwer and D’Israeli rose to 
speak, when the cheers from their party, the 
opposition, were general and loud. In a full 
House and anima‘ed debate, the effect of the 
cheers was to me very amusing, from the novel- 
ty—the call for the question was especially so, 
Beaming to be repeated about ten times in adis- 
tinct, clear monotone, not loud, but rapid, ‘ di- 
yide, divide, divide, divide, divide, divide, 
divide, divide,” and running over one side of 
the House every few minutes. Finally, when 
no one else rises to speak, the Speaker rises aud 
says, ‘Strangers will withdraw,” when all with- 
draw except those in the stranger’s gallery. 
The meaning of the order being that all those 
who are within the bar of the House shal! with- 
draw.

line in the course of a year, if collectad to- 
gether, would present a very curious and inter- 
esting volume of correspondence, The price 
of the trausmission of a message depending 
upon the number of words which it contains, 
of course renuers the construction of it neces- 
sarily as brief as possible. Most dispatches are 
contained in less than ten words (exclusive of 
address and signature, which are not charged 
for), and it is surprising how wuch matter is 
often contained in this brief numecer. Among 
the best examples of brevity which we have 
mat with, however, sre the following. 

A lady in a neighboring city, desirous of as- 
certainiug when her husband would return 
home, sent him a messi es meking the inquiry ; 
to which he responded that important business 
detained him, aud that he could not leave for 
some days. : a - 

The lady immediately replied by sending him 
another dispatch in the following laconic man- 
ner: 

Ar Hous, August 12, 1859, 

To F.C. P.:—Dispatch received. Deuteron- 
omy xxiv. 5. (Sigued,) Kare. 

The gentleman to whom the dispatch was ad- 
reseed: upon referring to the passag- in the 
Scriptures alluded to, obtained the following 
suggestive epistle : x 

“When a man hath taken a new wife be shall 
not go out to war, neither shall he be charged 
with any business ; but be shall be free at home 
one year, and shall cheer up his wife which he 
hath taken.” 

The second example is the reply sent to a per- 
son in a distant city, who, having committed 
some offense against the laws, and run away, 
was desirous ol ascertaining if it would be pru- 
dent forbim to return. He therefore telegraph- 
ed'in the following laconic style; = 

“New Your, July 4, 1859, 
“To B, 0. M—, Philadelphia ; 
“T everything OK? Dito: 
ao which he obtained the following brief re- 
ply: 
PaMmAvELrana, July 4, 1859. 
“To D. T, M—, New York: 


“ Proverbs, chapt. xxvii, 12. Cc, C. M.” 


Upon reference to the passage indicated, the 
inquiriug individual obtained the following valu- 
able advice, which, it is to be presumed, he fol- 
lowed : 

“A prudent mah foreseeth the evil and Aideth 
himsif, but the simple pass on and are pun- 
ished. 


SEBING THE ELEPHANT, 


Some years ago there was a joke passing 
around upon the different telezraph lines, which 
was played off upon a good many unsuspecting 
individuals, in the following mauner ; 

“‘Bosto, April Ist, 1855. 
“ToL, E. Phant, at some hotel, Redford : 


“Tn leaving this mornmig you neglected to 

take your trunk. What shall be done with it ? 
“Apa GoopskELn.” 

By pronouncing the mathe of the party ad- 
dressed quickly, and the siguature slowly, a so” 
lution of the ‘’sell”’ is obtained, and you get a» 
view of the elephant at the same time. 

READING BY SHOCKS. 


There is enother mode of receiving intelli- 
gence in connection with the Morse lines, be- 
sides those already described; namely, by 
means of the passage of shocks through the 
system, This, we presume, has often been ac- 
complished by different persons, although we 
have not been knowing to the fact. Mr. Milli- 
ken, of the American Telegraph Office in Bos- 
ton, assures us that he opce read the greater 
part of a despatch as it was passing over the 
wires between Boston and Portland, and that 
be heard the Portland operator respond ‘0, 
K.” (all right) to it, while he was seated on the 
draw at Mystic River bridge, and held the end 
of a wire in each hand, thus passing the current 
through the body, and enabling him to read the 
letters by the duration and number of shocks 
which he received. 

We have succeeded, upon several occasions, 
in receiving messages in this manner, when we 
have been at a distance from au oflice and 
wished to obtain information in regard to the 
state of the line. 

Not long since we had béen annoyed uponone 
of our wires by a very bad earth current, and 
none of the repairers being abie to find the dil- 
geulty, we instituted a search for it, Finally, 
upon arriving at Neponset, we opened the cir- 
cuit at the draw, aud inquired of the Boston 
operator, by touching the ends of the wire to- 
gether in the proper time, if the earth-current 
was between us end the Boston office, or be- 
yond? This he could at once tell, by my open- 
ing the circuit—disconnecting the wires; if he 
got any magnetism when the wires were ciscon- 


necied, then the earth current was between us 
and the office; if he got none, then the trouble 
was beyond. This was important for us to 
know. He replied that he did get an earth-cur- 
rent when we opened the circuit. We asked if 
it was very strong? 

“Yes,” he replied, “nearly ag strong as 
when you close.” 

All this, the reader will understand, we re- 
ceived through our system, and interpreted by 
the duration and number of shocks. 

“There is trouble also upon the New Bedford 
wire,” said he; ‘‘I have not had any circuit for 
nearly half in hour,” 

We then sent an order for a line repairer to 
go out at once and repair that line, and teh Te- 
commenced our investigations into the location 
of the earth-current, which we shortly after- 
wards succeeded in tinding. 

PRACTICAL JOKING DY TELEGRAPH. 

Some ten years or more ago there was upon 
the New York and Washiugton telegraph line, 
at the Philadelphia station, an operator named 
Thayer, who besides being an adept at the bu- 
siness, was a gentleman of culture and wit, aud 
exceedingly fond of a joke, no matter at whose 
expense. At the New York terminus of the 
line there was, upon the contrary, a steady, 
matter-of-fact sort of man, who was no appre: 
ciator of jokes, and never practised them. The 
President of the line was Hon. B. B. French, 
for many years Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentetives at Washington; a wit, poet and hu- 
morist, of course he appreciated humor when- 
ever he came across it. 

Thayer took it into his head one day to send 
a dispaich to some fictitious name in N. York, 
for the purpose of enjoying a lough at the e 
pense of the operator at New York. Accord- 
ingly be composed and forwarded the follow- 
ing: 


Pumaperrau, Apuall }, 1846, 


To Mr. Jones, New York :— 

Send me ten dollars at once, 60 that I cam get my clothes, 

{a word’ —cot'ect 34 cents. Soe 

The operator at New York, not suspecting 
any joke, asked the Philadelphia operator for 
tho address. 

The Philadelphia operator replied that “the 
young lady did’nt leave eny;” and asked him 
to look in the directory for it- 

The New York operator replied that he had 
already done go, but as there were over a thou- 
sand Jones’ in the directory, he was at a loss 
to know which one to seud it to. 

“Tf that is the case,” says Thayer, “you had 
better send a copy to each of them and’ charge 
thirty-four cents a-pieee.”” 

The New York operator did so, and I will 
give the result of the arrangement in the words 
of tho President, Mr, French, from whom, a few 


ointed. At the strike of the clock the Speaker 

eaves his room, preceded by the oflicer bearing 

the massive gilt mace, the insignia of the Speak- 
er’s office. ‘The train of the Speaker’s gown 18 
borne by train-bearers, and he marches rapidly 
in, and is followed by the members who ure 
there. The doora ara closed, a psalm is read, 
and a short and appropriate service of prayers 
is performed, at which none but members are 
allowed to be present. That being finished, the 
House proceeds to busiuess, if there be forty 
members present, @ rather small quorum, we 
should think, for a House of six hundred mem- 
bers. Petitions and other formal business are 
gone through with, and then comes on the more 
important business, which proceeds as with us, 
Members rise and speak in their places, with 
their hats off, many often rising at the same 
time, and the Speaker assigning the floor to 
whomsoever he sees first. 

Some one has said that Englend has been 
governed by rival factions for the last hundred 
years. This is so, and the effects of it are con- 
Btantly apparent. This arranging the members 
accordivg to party, on opposite sides of the 
chamber, is one of them; another, flowing nat- 
urally from this, is that after saying Mr. 
Speaker, the member takes no further notice of 
the presiding officer, but faces to the opposite 
side of the chamber, and addresses his political 
adversaries seated there, and usually speaks to 
them in the second person. This would be gon- 
sidered, with us, as a great violation of parlia- 
mentary etiquette. It certainly must greatly 
tend to make legislation a matter of party tri- 
umph; and without any such aids, it tends ra- 
pidly enough: in that direction. I think the 
Senate of the United States has greatly degen- 
erated since the two parties have arrauged 
themmaclvoa on opponite aides of the chamber — 
That, however, may not be the cause of this de- 
generacy, ‘There are other causes enough. 

‘he practice of cheering or discouraging a 
member on the floor, as he says anything ac- 
ceptable or otherwise, is striking, and I should 
think tended greatly to promote the earnest- 
ness aud ability of the debuter. The cheers of 
approval are “Hear, hear, hear him;” a good 
vatured and disapproving surprise or ridicule, 
“Oh, oh!” of impatience, dissatisfaction and 
weariness, “ Divide, divide”—auswering to our 
call of question—that ia, ‘Let us take tue vote,” 
which apparently on all disputed questions 18 
taken by a division of the House. The cheers 
aro olten animated, numerous and distinct, but 
not noisy or vociferous, 

he nearest approach to vociferation which I 
heard was when Bulwer and b’Israeli rose to 
speak, when the cheers from their party, the 
opposition, were general and loud. In a full 
House and anima‘ed debate, the effect of the 
cheers was to me very amusing, from the novel- 
ty—tbe callfor the question was especially so, 
seeming to be repeated about ten times in adis- 
tinct, clear monotone, not loud, but rapid, “ di- 
vide, divide, divide, divide, divide, divide, 
divide, divide,” and running over one side of. 
the House every few minutes, Finally, when 
no one else rises to speak, the Speaker rises and 
says, ‘Strangers will withdraw,” when all with- 
draw except those in the stranger’s prety: 
The meaning of the order being that all those 
who are within the bar of the House shall with- 
draw. 

Three times in the course of the evening the 
ceremony of clearing the house for a division 
was periormed, but before the division com- 
menced, a member rose to speak, aud the 
“strangers” were again admitted. Finally the 
division came. The House vas cleared, and a 
bell was rung throne the magnificent vaulted 
corridors of the Pa:liament House, the library, 
the reireshment rooms, and the lobby, to give 
notice to the members who were out to come 
within the bar to vote on a division; aud in the 
stragglers came, and the chamber was filled. 

They do not call the ayes and noes 2s we do, 
nor take a question by rising, but the ayes ar- 
range themselves on the Speaker’s right and 

ass by him in procession, through a passage 
Vehind his chair, then wheel and pass clear 
round the outside of the chamber, where there 
is u passage for the purpose, at the corver of 
which is one of the clerks with a division list of 
the members, on which he checks every one as 
he passes througb a bar, admitting but one at a 
time. 

They then pass into the chamber at the usual 
entrance iu front of the Speaker, where they 
pass through avother bar avd are checked by 
another clerk, In the meantime the noes have 
passed out of the usual entrance, in front of the 
Speaker, in similar procession, have been 
checked there by one of the clerks, have passed 
round to the left, outside of the chamber, and 
have again been checked there, and enter the 
chamber at the upper end on the left of the 
Speaker, as the ayes enter at the lower end, 
and all go to their seats, They thus never 
meet, and there is no confusion, but a waste of 
time which we could never endure, The lists 
are compared by the clerks, and the regult de- 
clared. It takes quite halfan hour to divide 
the House.

The chapter of uccidents is too much trusted 
everywhere, in every department of businese, 
and even of morals, The method, the princi- 
ple, the systematic action, which sound think- 
ing would dicate as the only safe rule of suc- 
cess, is scouted by the many, and a sort of 
faith in one’s good luck seems the ouly princi- 
ple of action, tuking advantage of the tempo- 
rary circumstances of the time, This 18 no 
sure road to success in life, but it is apparent 
in men’s actious every day—even in banking. 
How different is the mode of actian adopted by 
the various bauks. ''be Greenwich Bank thinks 
it sufe to bank on a specie basis of ouly 135 
per cent. of its liabilities. Whe Bank of the 
State does not think l-ss than 44-2 per cent. is 
enough ; while the present average of all (he 
banks is25 per cent. The banks of Louisiana 
are forced by the Legislature of that S 
have a minimnm of 534 per cent. for their ba- 
sis of banking. 

And this is little enough. A less per centage 
of specie is an undue expansion of credit and 
bauking. The Greenwich Bank of course trusts

In times of crisis’, the safest business is 
found to be that of discounting ihe small notes 
or notes of moderate amounts. The large notes 
are the most dangerous, and this should dic- 
tate the general rule of action in smooth times. 
But one or tivo large firms of banking houses, 
itis well known, control certain large banks, 
and they get all the accommodation they waut, 
and the smaller but actually suler houses go 
withoul, except when, as at the present time, 
money is flush all around. 

The large speculators on the Bourse—brok- 
ers, so called, but doing no commission busi- 
ness, and engaged in heavy speculations, are 
enabled by their bank connections to obtain 
loans for their speculationa, to the exclusion of 
legitimate traders and of speculators who have 
no bank connections. 

There is a great deal of humbug in the sys- 
tem adopted by the banks, many of which are 
got up by borrowers acd debtors on a large 
scale, to enable thei to float large liabilities. 
The time is now approaching when legitimate 
trade will require more assistance in discount, 
and it is to be hoped the banks will not place it 
out of their power to do tbis, by giving undue 
accommodation to speculation to overgrown 
houses.—. ¥. Independent.

Aspeciul d 
patch to the Zimes from St. John’s, says the 
Prince drove to his temporary resideuce be- 
tiyeen files of men extending a mile, composed 
of military, fire companies, societies, both 
houses of Parliement, &e. After he passed, 
both ranks formed a procession, with banners 
flying, while the bells of the city were ringing, 
Inside the gate were two thousand school chil- 
dren—the girls in white, and the boys in black 
—who sang the national anthem aud strewed 
bouquets on the roadway. All the time the 
streets were crammed. The shops were closed 
and the shipping dressed with flags. 

Formalities are being gradually discontinued, 
and at Windsor the Prince dined at the samo 
table with the members of Parliament and 
Press, who accompanied him, 

It has been determined that the whole West 
India squadron, now at Halifax, shall go to 
Quebec und Montreal, 

The Prince in the afternoon crossed the har- 
bor in a ferry boat, and returned by ihe Sus- 
pension Bridge over the Falls of the St. John. 
‘The members of the Government, several inem- 
bers of the Legislature, the Mayors of Halifax, 
Boston, &ec., dined with him in the evening.

Great Storm at Springfield. 
Sprinerresp, Til, Aug. 4.—A very heavy 
storm ot wind and rain passed over this city 
lust evening.

bons. A great deal of injury to unfinished 
buildings, chimneys, trees, and ehrubbery has

Important Postal Re; 
Postmaster General Holt has just transmit. 
ted a series of new and highly important regu- 
lations to the postmasters in this city, in com- 
mou with postmasters generally, we presume, 
which we deem of the utmost importance to the 
public. Lspecially would we enjoin upon busi- 
ness men to not only read the following attent- 
ively, but preserve it for reference. Newspa- 
pers throughout the country will consult the in- 
terests of the public by giving it as much pub- 
licity as possible : 

NOTICE TO THE PUDLIC AND INSTRUCTIONS T0 post 
MASTERS, 

The following is a recent enactment of Con- 
gress: “Be it enucted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That when 
any person shall indorse on any letter his or 
her uame, and place of residence, as_ writer 
thereof, the same, alter remaining uncalled for 
at the oflice to which it is directed thirty days, 


or the time the writer may direct, shall bere. 
turned, by mail, to said writer; and no such 
letter shall be advertised, nor shall the same 
be treated ns dead letters, until so returned to 
the post office of the writer, and there remain 
unenlled for one quarter.” ; 

Under this law the postmaster will observe 
the following regulations ; . 

A letter on which the writer has endorsed his 
or her name, and place of residence, without di- 
reotion as to time of remaining uocalled for, 
must be returned, by mail, to such writer, after 
the exniration of thirty days. 

When, in addition to the name and residence 
of the writer, the time for holding a letter 
(whether more or less than thirty days) is spec- 
ified, such time must be observed, : 

The luw, strictly interpreted, requires that 
the namie and residence of the writer shall be 
writtev. on the letter, . 

A ‘simple business card printed on a letter 
letter is therefore not to be regarded, unless a 
person shall indorse on it, in writing, his or her 
name as writer thereof, agreeably to the terms 
of the law. 

Tho date of receiving such letters must be 
carefully stamped or written on them, snd algo 
the dates when required. 

A regular neecount must be kept of letters ro- 
turned, showing the name and address of the 
writer, to whom sent, the date of remaining, 
aud the name of the person to whom originally 
addressed, with the periods during whic they 
remained uncalled tor. A similay account 
should be kept of “returned letters” received, 
Io making up mails, the number of guch 
letters sent should be specially noted on post 
bills. 

Across the face of such letters should be plain- 
ly written or stamped the words, “ Returned to 
writer.” 

Such letters are in no case to be advertised 
either at the office to which originally addressed 
or at the one to which returned. 

No additional postage is chargeable for re- 
turning letters to the writers.

The first section of the act of third April au- 
thorizes publishers of newspapers and periodi- 
cals to state upon their respective publications 
the date when the subscription expires, 

The second section provides that the postage 
upon drop letiers shail be but one cent, not- 
withatanding they may be delivered by carriers. 
This postage should de prepaid by stamps, and 
when the letter, thus prepaid, 1s taken to or 
delivered from the office by carrier, the post- 
master will credit the whole of the postage to 
the carrier’s fund, and charge the same to the 
Department, — 4 

Tho proviso in the first section of the act of 
15th June, 1860, requires postmasters to deliver 
newspapers or periodicals to clubs from a fur- 
nished list, when the list, with a quarter's post- 
agein advance. is handed to them, but not other- 
wise. This modifies section 141 of General 
Regulations. : 

‘The second section of said act reduces the 
charge for the dehvery of letters by carriers to 
one cent, aad authorizes the establishment of 
boxes ut side stations. 5 : 

The postage pov ‘all transient prin-ed mat- 
ter, foreign and domestic, and upon all letters, 
foreign and domestic, must BE FULLY PREPAID 
by United States postage stamps, oxcept in 
cuses where prepayment on letters, &e,, to for- 
eign countries is optional, and the senders do 
not wish to prepay. Persons mailing letters, 
uewspupers, &e,, io foreign countries, should, 
therefore, ascertain af the office of mailing what 
is the exact postege in each case, and aliix to 
the covers postage stamps of suflicient value to 
prepay the full postage chargeable thereon,
